Answers Questions 


State Director Hugh J. 
Caldwell, Jr., said today 
that Alabama _ Selective 
Service boards had been 
swamped with queries re- 
garding college deferment 
under the recently-revised 
Selective Service Regula- 
tions, 

“Registrants who are 
enrolled, or plan to enroll 
in a college of university, 
are still entitled to II-S 
Classification,”? Caldwell 
explained, ‘“‘if all require- 
ments are met.” 

“The only difference,” 
he said, ‘‘is that each col- 
lege student, or prospect- 
ive student, must, and I 
repeat, must, file a written 
request with his local board 
deferment aS an Une 
dergraduate college stu- 
dent, This is the student’s 
own responsibility. 

“‘Then, each year the 
student must provide his 
local board with evidence 
from his school that he 
is, ‘continuing to pursue 
satisfactorily a fulltime 
course of instructions,’ ”’ 

To be considered, “‘sat- 
isfactorily pursuing a full 
time course of instruc- 
tions’’, these requirements 
must be met: An under- 
graduate student who is 
taking s four-year course 
should earn 25 per cent 
of the credits required to 
graduate at the end of his 
first academic year, At 
the end of his second aca- 
demic year, he should have 
50 per cent of the requir- 
ed credits, and 75 per cent, 
at the end of his third 
year in school, 

In the case of baccal- 
ureate degrees for which 
five years of study are 
prescribed by the insti- 
tution, a student should 
earn 20 per cent each year 


of the total credits requir- 
ed for the degree, 
Caldwell said that to be

| In order for business to survive it must have 
earning power, and for it to grow it must have a 
plentiful supply of risk capital, Business also must 
produce things people want and are willing to pay | 
for—voluntarily. 

The federal government, in contrast, doesn’t have 
to make sure what the people really want, or how 
much they are willing to pay for its services. Since 
it has the power to tax, it can force-finance, and 
force-feed its own growth. 

Although public opinion polls indicate that the
